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Penalties loom large in 2014 with 
Affordable Care Act requirements

The year 2014 is nearing the end, 
and many residents are wondering 
about the requirement to have health 
insurance or pay a penalty. 

“What many people need to know 
is what options are available to them 
when it comes to federal health 
insurance requirements,” said Ac- 
counting Manager Chris Dreves. 

With the implementation of The 
Patient Protection and Affordable 
Care Act (AC A), signed by President 
Barack Obama in 2010, there are 
several requirements that individuals 
and families need to know. 

The ACA requires every citizen to 
have health insurance or be forced 
to pay a penalty, also known as 
the shared responsibility payment, 
Dreves said. 

But what is not known as fre- 
quently is that two options exist for 
Ho-Chunk people: 

1 . Obtain health insurance through 
their employers or on their own 
through the Health Insurance Mar- 
ketplace 

- or- 

2. Claim an exemption for Ameri- 
can Indians

3. Pay the shared responsi- 
bility payment.

Also, a person can obtain 
an exemption by filing a fed- 
eral income tax return using 
the Internal Revenue Service 
health coverage exemption 
form, Dreves said. 

The exemption also is 
available for individuals 
who are incarcerated (jail or 
prison) during the year. 

Entire families can apply 
for the exemption and only 
has to be done once. 

Under the new health care 
law, everyone is required to 
maintain essential coverage 
or pay a fee, Dreves said. 
Being eligible for Indian 
Health Services alone does 



not meet the essential cov- 
erage requirement. 

If a Ho-Chunk member 
has Medicare, Medicaid, 
Children’s Health Insur- 
ance Program (CHIP), Vet- 
erans Administration Medi- 
cal Benefits Package, or 
Tricare, that person is con- 
sidered covered and won’t 
have to pay the shared re- 
sponsibility payment. 

If a person has job-based 
insurance, but he or she 
wishes to have insurance 
through the Health Insur- 
ance Marketplace, that per- 
son may do so, but may not 
qualify for lower costs on 
premiums based on income. 

American Indians and 
Alaska Natives have access 
to affordable health care 
coverage options through the 
Health Insurance Market- 
place. People can purchase 
insurance or see if they qual- 


ify to enroll in Medicaid. 

The penalty for not hav- 
ing health care coverage is 
substantial in 2014. For a 
person not having health 
insurance, the higher of two 
options will be required to 
be paid on the 2014 federal 
income tax return, Dreves 
said. The first option for the 
penalty is 1 percent of the 
yearly household income. 


The other option is $95 per 
adult household member and 
$47.50 per child. Maximum 
penalty for a family is $285. 

Again, the penalty is the 
higher of the two options. 

“We just want people to 
understand their require- 
ments with the ACA and 
how to comply or how to file 
for an exemption,” Dreves 
said.

One of Joanne’s first tasks as the 
executive director was to plan the 27th 
Annual Awards Banquet. The event 
was held at Mystic Lake Casino in 
Shakopee, Minnesota on December 5. 

The banquet hosted over 450 people 
to celebrate the American Indian 
entrepreneurial spirit and to give 
recognition of business excellence 
throughout the American Indian busi- 
ness community. 

The award winners and awards 
presented at the banquet described by 
Whiterabbit include: 

The Eagle Award-presented to the 
Bois Lorte Band Chippewa. The eagle 
strives high and has the ability to see 
the big and the little things it needs to 
sustain itself. It has the vision to see 
the whole picture and the ability to 
communicate that vision to others. 

The Buffalo Award-presented to the 
Red Lake Nation. The buffalo is the 
giver and the provider for the whole 
community, knowing that all parts 
provide something for our people. 

The Bear Award-presented to the 
Lower Sioux Indian Community. 

The Bear is the warrior who is given 
strength and power to protect our 
people. 

The Turtle Award-presented to Jack- 


ie Dionne. The turtle is the constant 
giver, with longevity and wisdom. 

The Spirit of the People Award- 
presented to the Tiwahe Loundation. 
People coming together to promote 
and utilize the gifts of individuals and 
organizations to enhance, heal and 
strengthen our Indian communities. 

The Scholarship Award-presented to 
John Boyd who is currently attending 
Augsburg College and is a member of 
the Red Lake Nation. 

This year’s banquet included moti- 
vational speaker Joe Schmit, author 
of Silent Impact, and a live art perfor- 
mance by Bunky Echo-Hawk. 

His unique style of artwork started 
with a blank canvas. As he talked to 
the audience and learned more about 
the chamber, Echo-Hawk became in- 
spired as to what he would paint. 

His painting was a warrior going 
into battle, in the business world. The 
warrior wore a business suit, but had 
war paint on his face and feathers in 
his hair, like he was going into battle 
the traditional way. 

The artist said he is proud of na- 
tives educating themselves, represent- 
ing themselves in a good way and be- 
ing recognized in the world today. He 
said he was inspired to paint natives in 
business suits, representing their tribes 
and their companies.

The Criminal Code Work- 
group has been working over 
the past several months on 
drafting a Criminal Code 
for the Nation. Interest in 
a Criminal Code has been 
expressed with in the Na- 
tion over the past few years 
by community members and 
staff. On December 17, 2013, 
a Criminal Code Workgroup 
was established by the Leg- 
islature. The intent of the 
Criminal Code is to protect 
the health, safety and well- 
being of the Nation’s mem- 
bers, its communities and the 
Nation by allowing the Nation 
to exercise its sovereignty in 
criminal matters. In addition, 
the Nation’s Criminal Code 
has been drafted to allow the 
Nation to address those situ- 
ations that are not acted on 
by the State/county and to 
empower the Nation to protect 
itself and its members rather 
than relying on the State. 

The Nation’s ability for the 
Criminal Code to have an 
impact was greatly increased 


by the recent enactment of 
the Tribal Law and Order Act 
(TLOA). The TLOA was 
passed in 2010 to give tribes 
greater sentencing ability in 
criminal cases. The Indian 
Civil Rights Act (ICRA) 
had limited tribal sentenc- 
ing to 1 year imprisonment 
and $5000.00. The TLOA 
amended the ICRA by in- 
creasing this authority to 
3 years imprisonment and 
$15,000.00. Of course this is

still a great restriction on the 
Nation’s inherent sovereignty, 
but none the less it allows 
tribes to have a greater impact 
on and control over the crimi- 
nal activity that is occurring 
within their communities and 
on their lands. This increased 
sentencing authority has 
restrictions regarding what 
types of crimes it applies to 
and requires procedures to be 
in place to ensure due process 
for defendants. 


The Workgroup chose to 
base the Nation’s Criminal 
Code on the Wisconsin Crimi- 
nal Code. It reviewed the 
Wisconsin Criminal Code and 
decided what was inappli- 
cable to the Nation and what 
changes it wanted to make. 
The Workgroup kept the cita- 
tions in the Ho-Chunk Crimi- 
nal Code the same as those 
in the Wisconsin Criminal 
Code to make it easier for law 
enforcement, staff, courts and 
coordinating state agencies 
to use. The punitive limita- 
tions that the ICRA and the 
TLOA have placed on tribes 
and the additional due process 
requirements have also been 
incorporated into the Criminal 
Code to allow the Nation to 
have the greatest impact. 

Given the limitations that 
the federal government has 
placed on tribes regarding 
criminal activity on their 
lands and of its members, 
the Criminal Code has been 
drafted to allow the Nation to 
exercise the fullest authority 
under the law with respect to 
jurisdiction and sentencing 
authority. However, these 
limitations also mean that the 


Criminal Code is not meant 
as an exclusive alternative to 
State and federal criminal ju- 
risdiction. 

The Criminal Code was pre- 
sented to the Administration 
Committee on December 1 1 , 
2014 at which time a motion 
was made to refer it to the full 
Legislature to be placed out 
for 45 day public comment. 

At the January 6, 2015 Legis- 


lative Session, the Workgroup 
will be seeking to place the 
Criminal Code out for 45 day 
public comment. Informa- 
tion about the Criminal Code 
will also be presented at all 
area meetings in January. To 
comment on the Code, please 
submit your questions or com- 
ments in person, online, over 
the phone, or by mail.

On December 10th and 
11th, 2014 Jeff Skinner, Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health 
Officer for the HCN Depart- 
ment of Labor, Division of 
Safety provided an OSHA 10 
hour General Industry training 
for employees of Ho-Chunk 
Gaming - Wisconsin Dells. 


Topics included, but were 
not limited to, Introduction to 
OSHA, Globally Harmonized 
System (GHS), hazardous 
material storage, and work- 
place violence. Students were 
encouraged to actively partici- 
pate during this training, and 
they were able to relate to the 


information being presented. 

Jeff has been an authorized 
OSHA Outreach Instructor 
since 2008, and has taught 
many employees and mem- 
bers of the Ho-Chunk Nation. 
He feels that by providing this 
training, our employees can 
ensure they have a safe work- 
place, and Tribal members 
can gain some knowledge that 
they may need in order to gain 
employment. 

The Department of Labor, 
Division of Safety provides 
several different trainings, 
including First Aid CPR, 
Powered Industrial Trucks, 
and ergonomics. If interested 
in receiving training, you can 
contact Jeff at 1-800- 294- 
9343 xll50 for more informa- 
tion.

January 

Boisen ready to take on the challenges as 
Labor Department director 

Tina Boisen knew it wasn’t going to be an easy job, but that is exactly what 
she likes - she enjoys a challenge. 

Boisen, on Tuesday, January 21, was approved by the Ho-Chunk Legislature 
as director of the Ho-Chunk Labor Department. 

“I’m surprised, but excited at the same time,” Boisen said. 

Boisen had been serving as interim director for about two months. Before that 
move, she was working in the Education Department. 

“It’s really not that hard of a transition,” she said. 

That is because Boisen has a lot of assets and experience going for her. 
Through the years, she’s worked in many professions within the Ho-Chunk 
Nation. 

McDonald celebrates 20 years with the 
Education Department 

Jeff McDonald is the Accountant for the Ho-Chunk Nation Education 
Department. He has been there for 20 years, and has seen 30 plus executive 
directors sit at the helm of Education. He has also filled that position on an 
interim basis a time or two. He remembers, “I was executive director for 4 
months when the Language Division and the home school coordinators operated 
under the department.” McDonald keeps great records and has set one of his 
own completing 20 years in the position. 

The Education Department recognized Jeff by hosting a special 20 year 
celebration meal. The celebration was held on Friday, January 17, at the 
Skyline Golf Course. 

New probate code being studied for Ho-Chunk 
Nation 

An effort to develop a Ho-Chunk Probate Code that began in 1995 has finally 
gained some traction. 

The Probate Code would specify directions of distributing the estate of a Ho- 
Chunk member who has died, if a written will had not been established. 

The project was begun and continued by former Legislator Jim Greendeer. 

“Jim Greendeer is the champion of the effort to establish the Probate Code,” 
said Legislator Henning Garvin. “I’m coming in at the end, but I want to see it 
through.” 

Wendi Huling, Tribal Counsel for the Department of Justice recently 
presented the proposed Probate Code at an Area 1 meeting. 

The Probate Code is necessary in order for the Tribal Court to handle probate 
issues for all tribal members, and assist those who do or do not have a will 
on how the distribution of their estate is to be handled. However, the issue of 
writing of one’s will is somewhat in conflict with Ho-Chunk Culture. 

Ho-Chunk Nation donates $20,000 to Salvation 
Army 

The Ho-Chunk Nation presented a check for $20,000 to the Salvation Army 
of La Crosse on Monday, January 13. 

With the check, the Salvation Army has exceeded its $650,000 goal for its 
Red Kettle Campaign, bringing their current total to more than $675,000. 

Legislators Henning Garvin and David Greendeer presented the check to 
Shelter Director Major Dr. Paul Moore, Development Director Julie Nelson, and 
Chair of the Advisory Board Sister Georgia Christensen FSPA. 

“We are especially appreciative because this is the money that funds the 
shelter for the entire year,” Moore said. 

He said the money goes towards everything from the shelter to feeding and 
disaster programs. 

Ho-Chunk Nation planning energy strategy 

On December 16-19, 2013, the Ho-Chunk Nation held its first Strategic 
Energy Planning Committee meeting at the Ho-Chunk Gaming Black River 
Falls Convention Center. The Ho-Chunk Nation received a technical assistance 
grant from the National Renewable Energy Laboratory (NREL) to develop a 
Strategic Energy Plan. The three day workshop was hosted by NREL through 
Kabotie Consulting. 

Day one focused on steering tribal leaders to the intent of the meeting and 
developing tribal priorities. Members of the Ho-Chunk Nation Legislature and 
various department employees were introduced to NREL points of contact and 
got an overview of the planning process from Lesley Kabotie, owner of Kabotie 
Consulting.

There are many partners engaged in this reintroduction effort, pooling funds 
and resources to ensure the restoration occurs and is successful. . Ho-Chunk 
Nation DNR was awarded a United States Fish and Wildlife Service Tribal 
Wildlife Grant in 2012. Approximately $100,000 of the grant is being used to 
support elk restoration. 

As restoration planning progressed, it became clear that additional funds were 
needed to support the project. Karash presented details of the project to HCN 
legislatures.

At the heart of the effort is Melanie Sainz, who was bom and raised in 
Wisconsin and is an enrolled member of the Ho-Chunk Nation. She is the 
second daughter of Roger and Bernadine Tallmadge, who owned and operated 
the Winnebago Public Indian Museum in Wisconsin Dells for more than 50 
years. 

“I’m the product of two wonderful and very successful native entrepreneurs,” 
Sainz said. “I went off to college, received my degrees and have worked as an 
art educator for the past 30 years. I retired two years ago to achieve a dream that 
I’ve had in terms of reopening the museum, not necessarily as an archeological 
museum like my parents, but more of an arts center.” 

Kendall Tallmadge offers presentation on 
Dells cultural tourism 

Wisconsin Dells has been host to tourists from all around the world for more 
than 150 years and a very big part of that beginning of tourism was the events 
staged by the Ho-Chunk people. 

Kendall Tallmadge, MBA/MA in Cultural Anthropology, spoke on Thursday, 
March 13, before a crowd of more than 60 at the Kilbourn Public Library, 
Wisconsin Dells. 

Tallmadge gave her presentation titled “How Cultural Tourism Shapes the 
Dells,” based on her Master’s thesis, “Tourism, Place and Identity: Economic 
History and Political Sovereignty in the Ho-Chunk Nation.” 

Growing up in the Wisconsin Dells area, the daughter of Lance and Diane 
Tallmadge, she received her Bachelor’s degree from Beloit College in 
Wisconsin and her Master’s degree from University of Colorado - Boulder.

The old house was too dilapidated and too difficult to 
repair. 

The Works Progress Administration (renamed in 1939 as the Work Projects 
Administration; WPA) was the largest and most ambitious effort during the 
World War II era, employing millions of unemployed people (mostly unskilled 
men) to carry out public works projects, including the construction of public 
buildings and roads. 

General Council Agency cuts ribbon for new 
facility 

A ribbon-cutting ceremony on Friday, July 11, officially opened a newly- 
renovated facility to house the General Council Agency (GCA). 

The building is located on Highway 21 next to the Ho-Chunk Transportation

Two new programs, Payroll Debit Card and Per Capita Budgetary Assistance, 
were recently introduced by the Ho-Chunk Nation Treasury Department. 

They are designed to help Ho-Chunk members and all employees better 
handle their finances. Both programs are being offered on a voluntarily basis. 

“The payroll debit card program is being offered through BMO Harris Bank 
and will allow employees or tribal members to make a purchase or withdraw 
money through an ATM,” said Accounting Manager Chris Dreves. Purchases 
can be made at any store or online where MasterCard® is accepted. 

Employees and tribal members can receive a debit card and have their 
paycheck or per capita payment deposited into the account. It especially helps 
people who do not have access to a bank account, Dreves said. 

Psychologist explains veterans’ struggles 
with PTSD, how to treat 

Whenever someone witnesses a traumatic event, there is the possibility 
the person seeing the event will have difficulties processing what he or she 
experienced. 

The result is referred to as Post Traumatic Stress Disorder, or more commonly 
referred to as PTSD for short. 

The seminar on Tuesday, September 9, in the atrium of the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Tribal Office Building, was made possible because of a request by Ho-Chunk 
Nation Veterans Affairs Administrator Sandra Winneshiek. 

“Basically, I wanted to inform veterans and families of what PTSD is and I 
want to make sure the veterans’ needs are met,” Winneshiek said. “People can 
be affected by a number of different reasons, not just combat.”

“I loved drawing as a kid. I have loved drawing as long as I can remember,” 
Terry said. “When I would leave class at school, my notebook would have no 
notes - just drawings.” 

Terry, 40, is now a fulltime comic book artist, employed by Dark Horse 
Comics. The fulltime job requires Terry to turn out 22 finished pages a month, 
which requires a lot of creativity and devotion. 

His newest creation, a comic book series called “Sundowners,” was released 
to the public last week.

The Ho-Chunk Nation hosted the 
School Environment Listening Tour for 
Native American Students, held in the 
North Hall of the La Crosse Center on 
Sunday, October 26.

The purpose of this event was to gather information directly from students 
who have experienced or may currently be experiencing discrimination in some 
form. 
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Missing and Exploited Children director 
addresses Tribal Chiefs 

Robert Hoever remembers the panic he and his wife experienced when he lost 
track of their young daughter in a public setting. 

“I was in a state of panic,’ he said. “I can’t imagine what parents of lost 
children must go through when their children have been missing for hours, 
days, or even weeks.” 

Hoever, the director of National Center for Missing and Exploited Children 
in Alexandria, VA., spoke before a quarterly meeting of the Wisconsin Tribal 
Chiefs on Thursday, October 23 at Ho-Chunk Gaming - Black River Falls. 

He came to Wisconsin to meet with Tribal Law Enforcement regarding long- 
term missing children. 

Susan WhiteHorse, the manager of the Wisconsin Clearinghouse for Missing 
and Exploited Children and Adults based in Madison, organized visit with 
Wisconsin Tribal Police Chiefs along with coordination from Ho-Chunk Nation 
President Jon Greendeer, Social Services, and House of Wellness. 

Ho-Chunk Nation to host Traditional Circle of 
Elder and Youth gathering 

Between 500 and 600 people 
from all around the United States 
and Canada will be coming to 
the Ho-Chunk Powwow Grounds 
next year. 

They’ll be here attending the 
annual Traditional Circle of 
Elders and Youth. 

To look at the facilities and 
coordinate the event, three 
representatives from the 
American Indian Institute came 
to the Ho-Chunk Nation in Black 
River Falls on October 8. 

The group of coordinators, 

Leonard Bends, Eric Noyes and 
Lisa Sutton, began the day at 
the Blackdeer homestead in the 
Wazee area, being the guests for 
breakfast, then came to the Powwow Grounds to examine the possibilities. 

The arrangement came about because many Ho-Chunk youth and adults 
attended this year’s event in New York. When it came time to arrange for next 
year’s venue, Ho-Chunk representatives stepped forward to volunteer their site. 

General Council meeting addresses 10 
resolutions 

At first glance, it appeared that a resolution to sell property in Linwood, 
Illinois, passed by more than a 4 percent margin. 

But then, a legal challenge nullified the temporary victory, reversing the 
decision by a stipulation in the Ho-Chunk Constitution that requires a majority 
vote to pass. 

The resolution was presented at the September 27 General Council meeting 
at the Chula Vista Resort in Wisconsin Dells. There were 1722 registered tribal 
members in attendance, with Gerald Cleveland serving as chairman. 

Ten resolutions were brought to the podiums before a motion to end the close 
the agenda was made. 

Greengrass Cafe thrives on the campus scene 

A wild selection of foods in a new restaurant near the University of Wisconsin 
- La Crosse campus have the people buzzing. 

It’s the Greengrass Cafe and it offers an appetizing and varied menu, 
including breakfast items throughout the day.

The cafe is the brainchild of co-owner Don Greengrass, Jr., who joined efforts 
with business partner Vivek Pande to make the eatery a reality. 

Don, a Ho-Chunk member, is the son of Donald Greengrass Sr., La Crosse, 
and Cindy L. Greengrass of Green bay. He has a sister, Krista, who also attends 
UW-L.

Youngthunder weaves his Ho-Chunk 
knowledge into his classroom 

It’s been a learning experience for both the students and the teacher. 

Eli Youngthunder ’s been at his new job of Social Studies teacher since mid- 
August and it’s been challenging, but at the same time very rewarding. 

“It’s a lot of work,” he said. “Sometimes people forget how much work a 
teacher has to do. Otherwise, it’s been good.” 

Youngthunder has become the newest addition to the Social Studies 
Department at Black River Falls High School. 

“Dealing with the first month was hectic,” he said. “It was like going from 
zero to 100 miles per hour. I had to make sure a dozen things get done, along 
with all the meetings I had to attend.” 

It’s difficult working everything into his schedule, such as also spending time 
with his two sons and running. 

New Veterans Supportive Housing Project 
holds open house 

Ten apartments are nearly ready to give veterans a new start - a new home 
that will allow them independence and a sense of belonging. 

An open house was held for the Sii Woo Nazi Hocira, otherwise known as 
the Ho-Chunk Veterans Supportive Housing Project, in Sandpillow on Monday, 
November 10. 

Ho-Chunk Housing and Community Development Agency (HHCDA) Project 
Director Neil Whitegull offered tours of the new facility. 

The $1.2 million 10-apartment complex isn’t quite finished, as was planned, 
but it gave visitors a good idea of what the facility will look like. 

“Today was supposed to be the completion day, but we fell a little behind 
schedule,” Whitegull said. “We had a late spring and, consequently, the weight 


limits on the roads were removed really late. We weren’t able to get heavy 
machinery in here until after Memorial Day.” 

Now, instead the goal is to get tenants into their apartments by the first day of 
2015.

A Message to the Hoocak People on the 
Badger Ammunition Plant 

The fight for our traditional and cultural land in Sauk Co. has come to a close. 
The former munitions plant which reached its peak of productivity during World 
War II was deemed “surplus” in the late 90 ’s, marking the beginning of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation’s effort to reclaim what was rightfully ours. 

A provision within the National Defense Authorization Act (NDAA) will 
transfer 1,553 acres, formerly the Badger Army Ammunition Plant, to the Ho- 
Chunk Nation. This land was a place where we have lived, gathered, hunted, 
fasted, picked medicines, farmed, and held our sacred ceremonies. 

For many, this has been an exhaustively bureaucratic, legal, and political 
endeavor, but it will prove over time worth every investment, especially as 
this land heals herself. This land has been returned to the Ho-Chunk People, 
who now have a strong sovereign government in place with an inherent oath to 
preserve and protect all that the Creator has blessed us during our time on this 
earth. 

Census of Ho-Chunk tribal members being 
planned for 2015 

Let the counting begin. 

Well, not quite yet, but it’s coming. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation is preparing to conduct a census, which will take place 
in 2015 and will involve every man, woman and child in the Nation. 

“Often we talk about the needs of the Ho-Chunk members, such as housing, 
yet we have no numbers to back up the claims,” said Ho-Chunk Nation 
Planning Division Director Carol Garvin. “Real data gathered in the census will 
be used to know what the needs of the Nation are.” 

The information will be good for 10 years, Garvin said, and it will help 
Nation departments using statistics to address needs, required when applying for 
grants. 

The last time a specific census of Ho-Chunk members was completed was in 
1994-1995. 

Ho-Chunk Woga on its way to brighten spirits 
of Christmas 

Christmas is a time of giving, of families and good times. 

To make that Christmas morning a little brighter for underprivileged children, 
employees of Ho-Chunk Social Services are doing their best. 

They’ve collected presents to be delivered to children in an annual program 
called Ho-Chunk Woga. 

“They are ready to be delivered before Christmas,” said Jacqueline Moen- 
Kadec, one of the organizers of the project. 

Because of Ho-Chunk Woga, Social Services staff will be delivering 100 gifts 
this year to children and young adults who are ages 0-22. The children receiving 
the gifts are those who have received services through Ho-Chunk Social 
Services. 

The gifts come to Social Services from a variety of ways. The first is that 
people will take “tags.” A tag will have the gender and the age of a child written 
on it, to which the donor purchases a present in the price range of $20 to $25. 

Basket maker places emphasis on sharing 
skills of the past 

Lila Greengrass Blackdeer has a talent she hopes won’t be lost. 

She’s a black ash basket maker and she’s been teaching many Tribal Office 
Building employees the skills of the craft. 

For about three weeks, she has been meeting with Donna Littlegeorge, Sandy 
Winneshiek, Natalie Bird and Tina Warner. And while they’re making their 
baskets, Lila has been teaching them the Ho-Chunk language, especially the 
terms for the materials and the directions for creating them. 

“I’ve been making baskets since I was 5,” Lila said. “I would take the scraps 
that other people left behind and make small baskets.” 

Ho-Chunk and Ethnic Studies course paves 
way for cultural understanding 

A new course, “Ho-Chunk and Ethnic Studies,” will help students to 
understand the different cultures that make up our communities. 

The course is now offered at Black River Falls High School and it is unique in 
that it focuses on Ho-chunk history and culture while also allowing all students 
to focus specifically on their ethnic heritage. 

It is one of only two such classes being offered in the state right now that are 
affiliated with the First Nations Studies Program at UW-Green Bay. 

The Black River Falls Board of Education unanimously approved the 
curriculum in March and the first offering was in the 2014-15 fall semester. The 
effort is to comply with the mandates of Act 3 1, the Wisconsin law passed in 
1989 that requires public schools to offer instruction on American Indian history 
and sovereignty, and sound instruction on issues surrounding diversity. 

Ho-Chunk language immersion daycare plans 
proceeding in Baraboo 

The former Head Start building in Christmas Mountain, near Wisconsin Dells, 
is undergoing a transformation. 

Walls are being painted, fences are being constructed, more walls being built, 
and the heating system improved. 

Billed as “Ho-Chunk First Immersion Daycare,” plans are to make it a place 
for children ages 0 to 4 can stay during weekdays, and are taught only Ho- 
Chunk language. 

It’s still in the planning stages, and it’s a partnership among many Ho-Chunk 
departments, including the Education and Language and Labor departments. 

Toree Jones and Mary Thundercloud have been a big part of the drive to 
establish the daycare. They met at the facility with Area II Rep. Andrea Estebo, 
Joanne Jones, Kelly Jo Funmaker, Felicia Helgeson, Lori Funmaker and 
Adrienne Thunder on Friday, November 14, to show the building and to discuss 
the plans.
